YORKSHIRE DIVISION REPORT. 


The Report for the year 1928 of Mr. H. M. Hudspeth, 
on the inspection of mines under the Coal Mines Act 
in the Yorkshire Division has been issued. 


During the year 434 million tons of coal were raised 
by the employment of 177,000 persons. Tables giving 
details of these figures are included in the Report. 
Statistical tables are also included of all reported fatal 
and non-fatal accidents, classified according to place 
and cause. Brief descriptions of many of the fatal 
accidents are given and suggestions made for the pre- 
vention of similar accidents in future. 


The Inspector deals at length with the subject of 
falls of roof and side, and a detailed account is given of 
a serious accident caused by an explosion of firedamp. 


Mr. Hudspeth draws attention to the fact that the 
number of persons killed and injured by machinery still 
continues high, and several photographs of close-wire 
fencing, designed for colliery machines, are reproduced ; 
an illustration of a method of fencing for the ends of 
creeper chains is also included. 


Notes on the care and treatment of animals, the use 
of electricity, safety lamps and firedamp detection, to- 
gether with particulars of the rescue and first-aid organ- 
isation in the Division are included in the Report, which 
is on sale, price 1s. net (1s. 1d. post free), and can be 
obtained from any bookseller or directly from H.M.

RYE HARBOUR LIFEBOAT DISASTER. 





COMMITTEE’S REPORT ON EFFICIENCY OF 


KAPOK LIFEJACKETS. 


Following a recommendation of the Court of Enquiry 
into the loss of the Rye lifeboat on 15th November, 
1928, the Board of Trade appointed a Departmental 
Committee to investigate the value of kapok when 
used to provide buoyancy in lifejackets. The Report 
of the Committee, which consisted of 

Admiral of the Fleet Sir Henry Francis Oliver, 
G.C.B., K.C.M.G., M.V.O., LL.D. (Chairman), 

Captain Harold Bowerman Pope, . 

Captain Howard Fiennes Julius Rowley, C.B.E., 

Captain Luke Ward, R.D., R.N.R., and 

Sir Thomas Ernest Stanton, C.B.E., D.Sc., 
F.RB.S., 


has now been published by H.M. Stationery Office. 
The unanimous opinion of the Committee is that 
kapok, a fibrous substance resembling cotton, is 
eminently suitable for such purposes, but that the 
quality used must be best Java, and that the manu- 
facture of kapok lifejackets must be strictly supervised 
in order to prevent adulteration of the material. The 
investigations of the Committee have been extremely 
thorough, and have included inspections and tests of 
some of the lifejackets actually worn by the Rye 
Harbour lifeboatmen when the ‘‘ Mary Stanford ”’ 
capsized, as well as those of standard Royal National 
Lifeboat Institution and Board of Trade patterns. 
The tests included experiments on a life-sized model 
afloat in a heavy sea (at the East Goodwin Lightship) 
with various types of lifejackets attached to it. 

The Report leaves no doubt as to the efficiency of 
Royal National Lifeboat Institution and Board of 
Trade approved kapok lifejackets. It is pointed out 
that the nature of the work which the Royal National 
Lifeboat Institution lifejacket is required to perform is 
considerably more arduous than lifejackets required 
solely for emergencies on merchant vessels, and this 
necessitates certain differences between the two types. 

The extensive Appendices describe in detail the tests 
and experiments concerning kapok which have been 
made by, or undertaken on behalf of, the Committee, 
and the Report should prove exceedingly useful and 
informative to all interested in kapok. 





GALLANTRY AT SEA. 





HIS MAJESTY’S RECOGNITION. 


His Majesty the King has been pleased, upon the 
recommendation of the President of the Board of Trade, 
to award the Bronze Medal for Gallantry in Saving Life 
at Sea to Mr. William Dynhand Congdon, Chief Officer, 
H. Hansen, F. Bertelsen, T. Finkelenberg, K. J. Beck, 
P. Pedersen, S. Eriksen, Charles Johan Egbertus 
Oehlers and Hans Olay Hansen, Seamen, of the s.s. 
** Manistee,’’ of Liverpool. 

In addition, the Canadian Government has awarded 
a piece of plate to Captain James Pengelly, Master of 
the “‘ Manistee,’’ a binocular glass to Mr. Congdon and 
the sum of £3 to each of the above-named seamen. 

The Canadian auxiliary-motor schooner ‘‘ Quaco Queen,”’ 
of St. John, New Brunswick, was in distress in a strong 
westerly gale and heavy swell in the Atlantic Ocean on 
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30th January; she was waterlogged, her rudder had been 


carried away, and seas were sweeping over her. 

Her signals of distress were sighted during the afternoon 
by the s.s. ‘‘ Manistee,’’ of Liverpool. The Master altered 
the ship’s course and went to the assistance of the schooner, 
and, as there were indications that the weather conditions 
would become worse, arrangements were made to send a 
boat away from the ‘ Manistee.’’ The ship was 
manceuvred into a position to windward of the schooner in 
order to make a lee for a lifeboat, and, after oil had been 
discharged on to the rough sea, a lifeboat was sent away in 
charge of Mr. W. D. Congdon, Chief Officer, with a crew 
consisting of H. Hansen, F. Bertelsen, T. Finkelenberg, 
K. J. Beck, P. Pedersen, S. Eriksen, C. J. E. Oehlers and 
H. O. Hansen, seamen. 

The boat’s crew were in considerable risk owing to the 
heavy gale and rough sea before they reached the schooner 
and took off the nine members of her crew, and Mr, 
Congdon exercised great skill in preventing his boat from 
being capsized and in getting the rescued men safely on 
board the ‘‘ Manistee.’’

BULGARIA. 
An Ordinance has been issued by the Ministry of 


Trade, Industry and Labour, under the authority of the 
Law for the Encouragement of Local Industry, making

terms of the Law to place a distinctive mark of origin 
on articles produced by them for local consumption. 
The inscription is to be applied to the goods them- 
selves, where such articles already bear a trade mark, 
or on the immediate packing where marking of the 
article is not practicable. The ordinary inscription wi

Special forms of marking are prescribed for textile 


goods. 


The Ordinance prohibits the application of thesf 


marks allocated to local products to any manufactured 

articles imported into Bulgaria.

During the third quarter of 1929, exports of United 
Kingdom goods amounted to £184-7 million, exports of 
imported goods to £23-7 million, and total imports to 
£292-9 million. The figures for the corresponding 
quarter of 1928 were as follows:—Domestic exports, 
£179-7 million, re-exports £24:1 million, and total im- 
ports £2809 million. Thus, on declared values, both 
exports and imports of merchandise show some in- 
crease. ‘The effect of price changes on the compari- 
son, and the variations in the volume of the trade in 
the two quarters, will be discussed in the ‘‘ Board of 
Trade Journal ’’ next week. In the remainder of the 
present article an account will be given of the course 
of external trade in certain important classes of goods, 
for most of which particulars of quantity are available.

Exports of coal have increased quarter by quarter 
over the period covered by the table, and the exports 
during last quarter were 3,598,000 tons greater than in 
the corresponding quarter of last year. Consignments 
to France last quarter amounted to 3,384,000 tons, an 
increase of 1,211,000 tons on the quantity recorded in 
the third quarter of 1928; Belgium took 1,263,000 tons 
(increase, 711,000 tons); Italy, 1,875,000 tons (in- 
crease, 289,000 tons); and Sweden, Norway and Den- 
mark, together, 1,531,000 tons (increase, 340,000 tons). 
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Substantial increases, amounting to 236,000 and 
213,000 tons, were also realised in exports to the 
Netherlands and to Germany, respectively, last 
quarter, as compared with a year ago. The average 
value per ton of exported coal rose from 15s. 11d. in 
August to 16s. 2d. in September, this being the highest 
average for any month of the current year except April, 
when a value of 16s. 3d. was realised; the average 
value last quarter was 16s. 1d. per ton, as compared 
with 15s. 6d. in the third quarter of 1928. 

Retained imports of crude petroleum showed a 
marked increase last quarter. Retained imports of 
refined petroleum have, in the aggregate, been very 
steady during the expired part of the current year at 
about the average level of the corresponding period of 
1928. There has, however, been an expansion in the 
re-exports of refined petroleum during this year, the 
amount involved last quarter being 37°83 million 
gallons, as compared with 2°75 million gallons in the 
third quarter of 1928. 

The amount of coal shipped as bunkers for the use of 
steamers in the foreign trade (including fishing vessels) 
last quarter was higher than in any of the preceding 
quarters shown in the table, while the amount of fue] 
oil so shipped was less than in the preceding quarter, 
but somewhat greater than in the corresponding 
quarter of 1928.

Retained imports of iron and steel and manufactures 
thereof last quarter were lower than in the second 
quarter of this year, but were 46,000 tons, or nearly 
7 per cent., greater than in the third quarter of 1928. 
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The great bulk of the increase was accounted for by 
goods falling within the semi-finished class. The aggre- 
gate weight of British exports of iron and steel and 
manufactures thereof has shown a slight declining 
tendency in the successive quarters of the current year, 
but last quarter’s exports exceeded those of the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1928 by 35,000 tons. Among crude 
materials, the principal increase in exports last quarter, 
as compared with a year ago, was in acid pig iron. A 
substantial decline in exports of sheets and black plates 
(largely due to decreased consignments to Japan), as 
compared with those in the third quarter of 1928, was 
more than offset by gains in exports of other kinds of 
semi-finished products, notably plates not under 4 in. 
thick and sections, shapes, etc., so that, in the aggre- 
gate, the exports of semi-finished products last quarter 
exceeded those of a year ago. Still comparing the third 
quarter of the present year and of 1928, total exports of 
finished iron and steel goods showed a slight increase, 
in spite of decreases of 32,000 tons in exports of rail- 
way material (of which 22,000 tons were attributable 
to smaller consignments of new steel rails) and of 
11,000 tons in galvanised sheets.

British exports during last quarter of most of the 
kinds of goods particularised in the above table com- 
pare favourably with the exports during the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1928, the principal exception being 
new ships and boats, deliveries of which were 20,400 
gross tons less in the later period. A substantial gain 
was recorded in exports of motor cars and chassis, the 
principal advances being registered in respect of com- 
plete touring cars and chassis weighing less than 
28 ewts. The increase in the retained imports (by 
number) of motor cars and chassis last quarter, as com- 
pared with the third quarter of 1928, was on a much 
smaller scale than the corresponding increase in British 
exports, but in this connection allowance must be made 
for the large retained imports in the second quarter of 
the present year. Moreover, retained imports of parts 
and accessories (except separate tyres and tubes) for 
motor cars, etc., last quarter amounted to £1:55 mil- 
lion, or £1:01 million more than in the corresponding 
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quarter of 1928, while British exports of such goods 
showed only a moderate increase (£143,000). Con- 
sidering in the aggregate motor cars and chassis and 
also parts and accessories for such vehicles, British 
exports last quarter amounted to £2°57 million, as 
compared with £1:99 million in the corresponding 
quarter of 1928, while retained imports were £2-34 
million, as against £1-43 million a year ago. British 
exports of electrical goods and apparatus (not including 
machinery) last quarter were valued at £3,248,000, or 
£443,000 more than in the third quarter of 1928.

Due allowance must be made for the stoppage in the 
cotton industry in July-August when comparing the 
exports of cotton goods during last quarter with those 
during earlier periods. Notwithstanding the dispute, 
exports of cotton yarn last quarter compared favour- 
ably with those in the corresponding quarter of 1928, 
but the total square yardage of cotton piece-goods 
exported last quarter was less by 64 per cent. than the 
quantity exported a year ago. The principal decrease 
occurred in respect of unbleached goods. The exports 
of all kinds of cotton piece-goods to India last quarter 
amounted to 349 million sq. yds., or 60 million sq. yds. 
less than in the third quarter of 1928. Consignments to 
other countries in the aggregate were last quarter only 
slightly less than a year ago, the principal changes being 
increases in exports to Australia, Chile, Straits Settle- 
ments and Malay States, and Turkey, and decreases 
in exports to British West Africa, Brazil, Dutch East 
Indies, Iraq, Morocco, and Switzerland. 

Retained imports of woollen and worsted tissues last 


quarter showed a large percentage declina on the 
quantities retained a year ago, and British exports of 
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such goods amounted to 45-9 million sq. yds., or 84 per 
cent. less than in July-September, 1928. Exports of 
linen piece-goods, which have maintained a steady level 
during the three quarters of 1929, were, during last 
quarter, 48 million sq. yds. more than a year ago, an 
increase of 3:3 million sq. yds. being recorded in 
consignments to the United States. 

The retained imports of raw cotton during July to 
September were 175 million lbs., as compared with 
200 million lbs. in the corresponding period of 1928, 
and the deliveries of raw cotton to mills, according to 
the statistics published by the Liverpool Cotton Asso- 
ciation, were 296 million lbs. last quarter, as against 
817 million lbs. a year ago. JRetained imports of 
sheep’s and lambs’ wool were: last quarter, 51 million 
Ibs.; a year ago, 31 million lbs. Still comparing the 
third quarters of this and last year, there was an in- 
crease in retained imports of flax and hemp, and a 
decline in retained imports of raw jute.

The previous steady progress of the export trade in 
cement was maintained last quarter. Increased con- 
signments to the United States and to Germany were 
factors of importance in the aggregate increase of 
exports of tin blocks, etc., last quarter as compared 
with a year ago. Among the chemicals enumerated 
exports of sulphuric acid recovered sharply from the 
relatively low level attained during the first and second 
quarters of the year; exports of copper sulphate suf- 
fered a seasonal decline, while those of ammonium 
sulphate and of sodium compounds showed satisfac- 
tory increases. Exports of coal-tar dyestuffs continued 
at a higher level than in 1928. Exports of leather 
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both dressed and undressed, and of paper and card- 
board continued the expansion apparent in earlier 
quarters. During last quarter, Australia took 30,528 
tons of non-coated printing paper, as compared with 
23,919 tons in the third quarter of 1928.

Retained imports of iron ore last quarter stood at a 
relatively high level. The decline in retained imports 
of copper ore, etc., as compared with a year ago, was, 
in the main, attributable to the receipt of smaller con- 
signments from Canada, while the large increase in 
retained imports of pig and sheet lead last quarter 
over the quantities recorded in the third quarter of 
1928 was principally due to heavier consignments from 
the United States and Australia. Substantial in- 
creases were realised in retained imports of wood, 
wood pulp, and rubber during last quarter as compared 
with a year earlier, but retained imports of hides and 
of leather were smaller. So far as retained imports of 
materials for the seed-crushing and oil-extracting in- 
dustry are concerned, it will be seen that the total 
weight of imports was not substantially different last 
quarter from that of a year ago, although appreciable 
variations were registered in respect of linseed (a 
decrease) and copra (an increase). In addition to the 
data in the table, it may be mentioned that, owing 
to a large decline in consignments received from 
China, the retained imports of soya beans last 
quarter were only 31,400 tons, as compared with 
56,900 tons in the corresponding quarter of last year.

Retained imports of wheat and of wheatmeal and ~ 


flour were substantially higher last quarter than a 
year ago, a large decrease in imports of grain from 
Canada being much more than offset by increased 
consignments from Argentina and the United States. 
A decrease occurred also in imports of flour from 
Canada, the net increase in flour, as compared with a 
year earlier, being largely due to increased imports 
from the United States, Australia, and France. Im- 
ports of raw sugar were substantially higher than a 
year ago, aggregate consignments last quarter from 
foreign countries being greater, and from British coun- 
tries somewhat less, than in the third quarter of 1928. 
The increase last quarter in retained imports of un- 
manufactured tobacco over the amounts recorded a 
year earlier is attributable to larger consignments from 
the United States. 





TUNISIA. 





DIRECTION OF FOREIGN TRADE IN 1928. 


The foreign trade of Tunisia in 1928 amounted in 
value to 2,913,527,000 francs, imports accounting for 
1,680,175,000 frs. and exports for 1,233,352,000 frs., 
reports the British Vice-Consul at Tunis. 


As compared with the previous year the total trade 
showed an increase of 115,224,000 frs., imports having 
declined by 91,454,000 frs. and exports having 
advanced by 206,677,000 frs. In other words, the 
balance of trade against Tunisia was reduced by 
298,131,000 frs. This narrowing of the margin was 
due almost entirely to the fact that, whereas in 1927 
the cereal crops were a failure, in 1928 they were a 
success. The value of cereal imports, in fact, rose 
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from 31,108,000 frs. in 1927 to 359,212,000 frs. last 
year, and imports of farinaceous foodstuffs fell from 
200,381,352 frs. to 69,705,000 frs. 

Unfortunately, however, for the general prosperity of 
the country the exports of Tunisia’s two other most 
important products, olive oil and mining products, 
diminished considerably in 1928 owing to lack of 
demand and to competition abroad. The value of olive 
oil exports fell from 269,451,000 frs. to 120,194,000 frs. 
and these of mining products from 127,789,000 frs. to 
107,230,000 frs. The country’s purchasing power, on 
the other hand, of goods necessary for its development 
showed no signs of decline. 


TRADE WITH THE PRINCIPAL COUNTRIES. 


French trade with Tunisia in 1928 amounted to 
1,67334 million frs., of which 1,068} million frs. were 
imports and 605 million frs. exports. As compared 
with the previous year, the total trade increased by 
295 million frs.—imports by 73 million frs. and exports 
by 222 million frs. The balance of trade in favour of 
France, consequently, fell from 6124 million frs. in 
1927 to 463 million frs. in 1928. Of Tunisia’s total 
imports in 1928 France’s share amounted to 63°6 per 
cent. and of the exports 49:1 per cent., as compared 
with 56:2 per cent. and 37:3 per cent. respectively in 
1927. The French share of the total trade rose from 
49-2 per cent. to 57°4 per cent. 

Algeria’s trade with Tunisia amounted to 220 million 
frs., imports being 1514 million frs. and exports 684 
million frs. As compared with 1927 the total trade 
showed a rise of 5 million frs., imports having de- 
creased by 24 million frs. and exports having increased 
by 74 million frs. Algeria’s share of the total foreign 
trade in 1928 amounted to 7:5 per cent. ; of the imports 
9 per cent. and the exports 5°6 per cent. 

Italy’s trade with Tunisia fell from 3604 million frs. 
in 1927 to 222 million frs. in 1928, imports having de- 
creased from 101 million frs. to 92 million frs. and 
exports from 2594 million frs. to 130 million frs. The 
balance of trade against Italy thus fell from 158 million 
frs. in 1927 to 38 million frs. in 1928. This was due 
chiefly to a decrease of 1064 million frs. in exports of 
olive oil and of 15 million frs. in those of phosphates, 
and to an increase of 194 million frs. in imports of 
silk fabrics. 

Belgian trade with Tunisia was valued at 91 million 
frs., consisting of 29 million frs. in imports and 62 
million frs. in exports. As compared with the previous 
year the total trade was 12 million frs. greater, imports 
having decreased by 8} million frs. and exports having 
increased by 20} million frs., barley shipments being 
worth 28,400,000 frs. 

The United States’ trade with Tunisia amounted to 
80 million frs., of which 654 million frs. were imports 
and 144 million frs. exports. As compared with 1927 
the total trade decreased by 214 million frs., imports 
by 16} million frs. and exports by 5 million frs. 


TRADE WITH THE BRITISH EMPIRE. 


The total trade with Great Britain in 1928 amounted 
to 1304 million frs., of which 464 million frs. were 
imports and 84 million frs. exports. As compared with 
1927 the total showed an increase of 8} million frs., 
imports having declined by 44 million frs. and exports 
having advanced by 13 million frs. The British share 
of the total foreign trade in 1928 was 4:4 per cent.; of 
the imports 2°8 per cent. and of the exports 6-8 per 
cent. 

The principal increases in imports from Great Britain 
in 1928 as compared with the previous year were :— 
In hardware, 440,000 frs.; tinplate, 252,000 frs.; and 
coal, 106,000 frs. The principal decreases were in 
cotton fabrics, 1,193,000 frs.; oils and molasses, 
1,163,000 frs.; machinery and parts, 655,000 frs.; coal 
tar, 878,000 frs.; silk yarn, 764,000 frs.; and cotton 
thread, 420,000 frs. No coal tar or silk yarn was im- 
ported from Great Britain last year. : 
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The chief increases in exports to Great Britain were 
in barley, 28,442,000 frs.; olive oil, 401,000 frs.; and 
olive residue oil, 33,000 frs.; the principal decreases 
being in phosphates, 9,678,000 frs.; iron ore, 4,793,000 
frs.; alfa (esparto), 1,690,000 frs.; and goat and camel 
hair, 360,000 frs. 


With Malta the total trade in 1928 amounted to 38 
million frs., imports being 14 million frs. and exports 
364 million frs. As compared with the previous year 
the total trade was 2 million frs., larger imports having 
decreased by a million frs. and exports increasing by 
8 million frs. 


British India’s trade with Tunisia was valued at 
9 million frs., of which 74 millon frs. were imports 
and 14 million frs. exports. The principal increases 
in imports from India during 1928 were in woollen 
embroideries, 4,751,000 frs.; and oils and molasses, 
215,000 frs.; and the chief decreases, jute sacks, 
733,000 frs.; and tea, 167,000 frs. 


Australian trade with Tunisia in 1928 consisted only 
of imports of coal tar, valued at 2,036,000 frs., and of 
household goods, valued at 1,000 frs. There was no 
trade between Australia and Tunisia in 1927. 


While Canada’s total trade with Tunisia amounted 
to 27,594,000 frs. in 1927, of which 27,469,000 frs. 
were imports, there were no exports at all in 1928, and 
the imports amounted to only 464,000 frs. This huge 
decline in imports was due to the fact that whereas in 
1927 Tunisia imported from Canada wheat to the value 
of 25,662,000 frs., in 1928 she required none, as her 
own supply was more than sufficient for her needs. 
Another important decrease in imports was in 
machinery, chiefly agricultural, amounting _ to 
1,384,000 frs.

AVERAGE DAILY RECEIPTS. 


The average receipts of the Post Office in Great 
Britain from postal traffic per working day, for each 
month from January, 1928, to September, 1929, are 
shown below. Telegraph and Telephone receipts, 
Savings Bank, and Money and Postal Order business 
are excluded. The value of postage stamps used for 
receipt stamp and other revenue duties is included. 
The figures are an approximately correct index of the 
movement from month to month of the amount of 
postal traffic handled, expressed in terms of postage.

SOUTH AFRICAN PRODUCE SHIPMENTS. 


According to cabled advice to the High Commissioner 
for the Union Government in London, from the De- 
partment of Agriculture, Pretoria, the following quan- 
tities of South African produce were shipped during the 
week ended 28th September to various United Kingdom 
ports :—-Wool, scoured, 112 bales, grease, 2,086 bales; 
mohair, 603 bales; hides, wet, 2,331 bales, dry, 677 
bales; sheepskins, 483 bales; goatskins, 82 bales; 
wattle bark, 489 tons; wattle extract, 234,728 lbs. ; 
ostrich feathers, 3 cases; cotton lint, 305,789 Ibs.; 
tobacco, 2 cases; sugar, 10,852 tons; eggs, 8,126 cases ; 
maize, 120,415 bags; maize meal, 36,505 bags; lucerne 
meal, 297 bags; and cow feed, 732 bags. 

In addition, the following boxes of citrus fruit were 
dispatched on 4th October :—Oranges, 23,900; grape 
fruit, 214, and naartjes, 101. 





INDIAN WEATHER AND CROPS. 


The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, 
Calcutta, reports as follows to the Indian Trade Com- 
missioner in London on the season and crops for the 
weeks ended on the dates stated :— 


RAINFALL. 

Jaleutta, 14th October.~-During the week ended 
13th October there was general rain in the East United 
Provinces on two days and in North-East India, Bengal, 
Bihar, Chota Nagpur, Konkan and Burma on one day. 
The weather was unsettled in the Andaman Seas. 


CROPS. 

Madras, 5th October.—Heavy rain has fallen during 
the past week on the West Coast, in parts of the 
Cirears and the Deccan. The condition of standing 
crops is fair to good. 

Bihar and Orissa, 7th October.—Rainfall has been 
general, being heavy in Santhal Perganas, Puri, Ranchi 
and Manbhum. The recent rain has been beneficial to 
standing crops, and the condition of paddy is good. In 
the Feudatory States of Orissa and Chota Nagpur the 
weather has been seasonable; sugarcane is thriving. 

United Provinces, 28th September.—Light rain has 
been beneficial to khariff crops, and has helped those 
preparing rabi land. Crops are reported to have been 
damaged by drought and locusts in 30 districts and by 
hail in one district. The condition of standing crops is 
satisfactory, but late rice and khariff are withering in 
places where the moisture is insufficient. | 

Bengal, 9th October.—Rainfall has been heavy in 
North Bengal, Mymensing and Midnapore and mode- 
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rate elsewhere. The rain has been beneficial to late- 
transplanted winter paddy. Heavy falls of rain in 
places have delayed field operations for early spring 
crops. 

Central Provinces, 7th October.—The weather has 
been warm. Occasionally the sky has been cloudy, and 
there have been light falls of rain in sixteen districts. 
Rain is needed in Saugor and Damoh to prevent 
khariff and successful rabi sowings withering. The 
recent rains have been beneficial in the Chattisgarh 
division. 

Punjab, 7th October.—Light to moderate rain has 
fallen in montane and sub-montane parts and the 
south-eastern, central and north-western districts. 
The condition of standing irrigated crops is average to 
good and of unirrigated crops below the average to 
average. Locusts have damaged crops in some places 
of the south-east of the Punjab and in parts of the 
central and western districts. Crops have also been 
damaged by hailstorms in some parts. 

Assam, 14th October.—The weather generally has 
been seasonable and favourable for agricultural opera- 
tions and the growth of crops. 





BRUNEI IMPORTS AND EXPORTS. 


According to the State of Brunei Report for 1928 
(H.M. Stationery Office, price 1s. 6d. net) imports and 
exports last year amounted in value to 1,385,744 dollars 
and 1,058,071 dols., as compared with 1,418,515 dols. 
and 1,448,703 dols., respectively in 1927. 

The chief imports included machinery, 242,207 dols. ; 
rice, 282,127 dols.; tobacco, 116,462 dols.; provisions, 
105,780 dols.; dyed cotton goods, 68,342 dols.; petro- 
leum, 68,117 dols.; and sugar, 57,760 dols. 

As regards exports the leading items were: planta- 
tion rubber, 581,265 dols.; cutch, 179,104 dols.; jelu- 
tong rubber, 151,501 dols.; and dried prawns, 48,153 
dols. 





UNITED STATES BUSINESS CONDITIONS. 


Recent heavy rains in some sections decreased busi- 


ness, but the fall trade has increased, wholesale and. 


jobbing lines leading, reports a cable to the London 
Office of the Guaranty Trust Company of New York. 

Suilding is less active, and iron and steel trade is 
somewhat reduced, but the cotton goods markets are 
active, with prices firm. 

Commercial failures in September were 11 per cent. 
below the preceding month and 4:1 per cent. below 
those of a year ago. This is the lowest September 
record since 1926, but the liabilities involved were 
06 per cent. higher than a year ago. 

Steel orders are declining, although prospects held 
good. Automotive demand is lessening, but railway 
requirements are increasing. Professor Irving Fisher’s 
index of wholesale commodity prices for the week ended 
5th October was 94°7, the lowest this year, and com- 
paring with 96:1 a fortnight before.

GROWTH OF FLOUR EXPORTS. 


(From the High Commissioner of Canada in London.) 


Since the opening of the twentieth century Canada has 
made remarkable progress in the flour-milling industry, 
and exports have been rapidly increasing to every food- 
importing market. To-day Canada ranks second among 


the countries of the world as an exporter of wheat flour, 


the first place being still occupied by the United States. 
Canadian exports of wheat flour in 1900 amounted to 
only 768,000 barrels; ten years later they totalled 3,064,000 
barrels; in 1920 they amounted to 8,863,000 barrels; while 
for the last fiscal year (1928-29) they totalled 11,406,000 
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barrels. The following table shows the position of Canada 
in the flour-exporting trade during the past three calendar 
years, comparison being also made with 1913 :—

CYPRUS. 


IMPORTS AND EXPORTS IN AUGUST. 

The Trade Commissioner for Cyprus in London reports 
that imports and exports during the month under review 
amounted in value to £195,984 and £103,682 respectively, 
as against the five years (1924-28) average of £122,031 and 
£99,579 respectively. Imports during the month were 
£58,716 above those for August, 1928, and £73,953 more 
than the quinquennial average, while exports were £6,119 
less than in August last year, but £4,103 above the quin- 
quennial average. The totals for the eight months 
January-August, 1929 and 1928, were as follows :—

As compared with August of last year the following 
commodities showed increases during the month under 
review :—Cotton goods by £2,532; machinery by £15,637; 
chemical manures by £8,822; petrol and benzine by £6,759; 
petroleum by £2,078; tobacco by £4,036; cement by £7,060; 
and iron and steel by £4,702. The only appreciable 
decrease was in flour, by £12,467. 

The slight decline in exports, as compared with August, 
1928, was due to a fall in shipments of asbestos ,— £10,067; 
pyrites, — £3,557 ; potatoes, — £3,662; and raisins, — £2,365. 
Other products of the Colony, including barley, mules, 
spices, and hides and skins, showed advances. 

During the month under survey 23 ‘steamers called at 
Larnaca, 34 at Limassol and 20 at Famagusta, as against 
an average of 27, 28 and 20 respectively.

IMPORTS AND EXPORTS IN 1928. 


Trade conditions during the year under review were detri- 
mentally affected by the depressed state of the market for 
Empire tobacco, with the result that the volume of trade 
declined by £439,696, equal to 19-9 per cent. when compared 
with the exceptionally good trade year of 1927, states the 
Nyasaland Report for 1928 (H.M. Stationery Office, price 


ls. net). 


The total trade for the year amounted to 
£1,766,742, as against £2,206,438 in 1927, and was made up 


as follows:—Imports, £869,463; exports, £706,757 ; transit 
inwards, £93,313; and transit outwards, £97 ,209. The de- 
cline as compared with 1927 as regards imports was

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£68,998 and of exports £254,112. Imports of cotton piece- 
goods appear to be steadily declining, due, doubtless, to 
the greater attraction of ready-made clothing, shirts, etc. 
The native demand for bicycles, sewing machines and cheap 
hardware is yearly increasing. The incidence of the import 
trade remains practically the same as in 1927, viz.:— 
European, 57 per cent.; native, 38 per cent.; and Indian, 
5 per cent. 


Imports of manufactured articles declined by £56,492, as 
compared with 1927, while iron and steel manufactures rose 
by £5,111; railway rolling stock and material advanced by 
£43,552. Declines were recorded for agricultural imple- 
ments and machinery by £9,920; machinery by £7,618; 
motor spirit by £6,226; cotton manufactures by £7,938; and 
vehicles and parts by £58,654. 


Export TRADE. 


The uncertainty of the tobacco market restricted produc- 
tion of this commodity, with the result that the weight ex- 
ported, amounting to 5,193 tons, was less by 1,711 tons 
than the quantity shipped in 1927. There was a larger pro- 
duction of cotton, due to stabilised and improving prices, 
although the quantity actually exported, amounting to 797 
tons, was lower than the 1927 shipment by 28 tons. This 
discrepancy is accounted for by a large carry-over from 1926 
compared with a much smaller carry-over into 1928. Natives 
produced over 90 per cent. of the 1928 crop. Tea improved 
in export weight by 114 tons, being 637 tons, as against 523 
tons shipped in 1927, and sisal exports were better by 360 
tons. The quantity shipped totalled 1,161 tons. 


DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE. 


The significant feature of the domestic trade is the con- 
siderable comparative increase in the value of foreign im- 
ports, which in 1928 and for the first time in Nyasaland’s 
history, exceeds the value of direct imports from the United 
Kingdom. The shipment value of imports from the United 
Kingdom was 39-49 per cent. of the total, as against 
43-76 per cent. in 1927 and 44-66 per cent. in 1926. Foreign 
imports equalled 40-32 per cent. of the total, as against 
33°75 per cent. in 1927 and 34-61 per cent. in 1926. Imports 
from Germany rose by 2-73 per cent. and those from Japan 
by 0-21 per cent. 


As regards domestic exports the United Kingdom took 
96 per cent. by weight and 99-4 per cent. by value. Exports 
to other countries were negligible.

FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-AUGUST. 


The British Consul at Helsingfors reports that during the 
first eight months of the current year imports and exports 
amounted in value to 4,614-:2 million F. marks and 3,934:8 
million F. mks., showing a deficit in the trade balance of 
679-4 million F. mks. During the corresponding period of 
1928 imports and exports amounted in value to 5,043 
million F. mks., showing a deficit in the trade balance of 
excess of the former over the latter totalling 1,463-1 million 
F. mks., or 115-4 per cent. more than in the first eight 
months of 1929.

It will be seen that imports from Germany have increased 
proportionately to the total imports by 2-5 per cent., while 
her purchases from Finland have decreased by 1:3 per cent. 
Imports from the United Kingdom have also slightly ad- 
vanced by 0-6 per cent., while Finland’s exports to the 
United Kingdom have risen by 2-5 per cent. ; those from the 
United States show a decline of 3 per cent., while exports 
to that country record practically no change. 





GERMANY. 


TRADE WITH THE SOVIET UNION IN 1928. 


Imports from and exports to the Soviet Union in 1928 
amounted to 724,613,000 marks and 403,372,000 mks., as 
compared with 476,672,000 mks. and 329,564,000 mks. 
respectively in 1927, states the Report on Economic and 
Financial Conditions in Germany, 1928-29 (H.M. Stationery 
Office, price 3s. 6d. net). To arrive at a comparison of the 
exchange of goods during the last two years the imports 
into Germany of gold and silver from the Soviet Union 
must be eliminated, and the following figures are then 
arrived at:—For 1928 the total was 379,295,000 mks. and 
in the previous year 433,218,000 mks., so that actually 
Soviet exports to Germany were smaller in 1928 than in 
1927, and there was a slight balance in Germany’s favour. 


There were heavy decreases in imports of wheat, rye and 
barley, due, no doubt, both to Germany’s good harvest 
and to the scarcity of grain in the Soviet Union, in oil- 
cake, bran and similar fodder, manganese ore and miscel- 
laneous raw materials.

TRADE IN FIRST HALF-YEAR. 

According to the Swedish ‘‘ Economic Review,’’ compiled 
by the Swedish Board of Trade, imports and exports during 
the first six months of the current year amounted in value 
to 817-5 million kronor and 762-5 million kr., as against 822-6 
million kr. and 626-6 million kr. in the past two quarters 
of 1928. The total trade figures for the period under 
review constitute a record if the changes in the value of 
money are taken into consideration. In comparison with 
1928, it is almost exclusively exports which exhibit an 
advance. The normal excess of imports for the past half- 
year, which during the period January-June, 1928, 
amounted to 196 million kr., has in consequence declined to 
somewhat over a fourth of this sum—55 million kr. From 
the point of view of balance of payments, the first half of 
1927 was, however, still more advantageous, showing an 
excess of imports of only 43-5 million kr 


IMPORTS AND Exports. 


In comparison with the first half of 1928, on the import 
side there appears an appreciable rise in colonial goods 
(sugar), mineral oils, coal, vehicles, machines, etc., while 
on the other hand cotton and certain textile goods have 
declined. The import of grain is practically unchanged 
quantitatively, but owing to the particularly low price of 
this commodity in the spring the total value is about 
12 million kr. less than during last year. 

On the export side all the commodities which were 
affected by last year’s labour troubles naturally show higher 
figures. However, the export of these goods shows an 
increase even in comparison with 1927, with the exception 
of iron ore, which is unchanged. Particularly striking is 
the increase for paper pulp, which shows a quantitative 
rise of nearly 50 per cent. As regards the export of 
animal foodstuffs, it may be pointed out that the export of 
butter during the first half of the current year was pro- 
bably larger than it has ever been, amounting to 11-3 
million kilogs., as against 9-8 million kilogs. in the first 
half of 1913.

THE WORLD’S TONNAGE. 


LLOYD’S REGISTER RETURNS FOR 
SEPTEMBER QUARTER. 


From the statistics issued by Lloyd’s Register of Shipping 
regarding vessels under construction at the end of Septem- 
ber it is to be noted that in Great Britain and Ireland 
there is a decrease of 5,551 tons in the work in hand as 
compared with the figures for June, but that the latest total 
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—1,448,355 tons—is 358,595 tons greater than the tonnage 
which was being built at the end of September, 1928. 

It may be of interest to state that about 65,000 tons now 
in hand in this country are intended for the British 
Dominions, about 78,000 tons for Norway, and some 189,000 
tons for other foreign shipowners or for sale. 

The tonnage under construction abroad—1,368,984 tons— 
is 15,335 tons less than the work in hand at the close of 
June. 

Seven countries abroad have more than 100,000 tons 
under construction, viz.:—Germany, 235,499 tons; Holland, 
224,029 tons; Japan, 156,810 tons; France, 135,776 tons; 
Russia, 112,073 tons; the United States, 112,010 tons; and 
Sweden, 111,427 tons. 

The total tonnage under construction in the world 
amounts to 2,817,339 tons, of which 51-4 per cent. is build- 
ing in Great Britain and Ireland, and 48-6 per cent. 
abroad. The average percentages in the last twelve months 
before the war were 57-2 for Great Britain and Ireland, 
and 42-8 for abroad. 

In Great Britain and Ireland 360,087 tons were com- 
menced—a decrease of about 68,000 tons over the similar 
figures for the June quarter—and 369,445 tons were 
launched, a decline of about 23,000 tons. Similar figures 
for abroad are 300,606 tons commenced, and 345,927 tons 
launched. 

TANKERS AND MorToRSHIPS. 


An increase as compared with the previous quarter is 
shown in the tanker tonnage under construction, the 
present figures being 53 vessels of 400,913 tons, of which 
27 vessels of 226,412 tons are being built in Great Britain 
and Ireland. It is of interest to note that of the 53 
tankers under construction 45 are motorships. 

The tonnage of motorships under construction in Great 
Britain and Ireland (651,875) amounts to over 82 per cent. 
of the tonnage of steamers building, while the motorship 
tonnage being constructed abroad (879,878) exceeds by 
nearly 83 per cent. the tonnage of steamers. 

The continued progress in the employment of the 
internal-combustion engine for the larger vessels is indi- 
cated by the fact that while there are now building in the 
world 68 motorships each of 8,000 tons and upwards, only 
21 steamers of such size are under construction. These 
figures include 15 motorships and 5 steamers each of 15,000 
tons and upwards. As regards marine engines, the indi- 
cated horse-power of reciprocating steam engines now 
building or being fitted on board amounts to about 521,000 
horse-power, while the figures for oil engines aggregate 
about 1,334,000 horse-power. 

The pre-eminent position which Lloyd’s Register retains 
among the Classification Societies of the world is demon- 
strated by the fact that the tonnage actually under con- 
struction throughout the world under the inspection of 
Lloyd’s Register reaches 1,688,084 tons, of which 1,097,757 
tons are being built in Great Britain and Ireland. 





UNITED KINGDOM. 


BRITISH RAILWAY STATISTICS FOR JULY. 


The Minister of Transport announces that fhe railway 
statistics for July have now been published and can be 
obtained at H.M. Stationery Office (price 3s. 6d.). 


PASSENGER TRAFFIC. 


The total number of passenger journeys (excluding season 
ticket holders) taken on all standard gauge railways in 
Great Britain in July was 114,451,329, an increase compared 
with July, 1928, of 7,378,567, or 6-9 per cent. The journeys 
taken by passengers at reduced fares rose by 8,754,452, but 
those at standard or ordinary fares fell by 1,375,885. The 
receipts from passengers (excluding season ticket holders) 
showed a decrease of £19,970, or 0-3 per cent. If the London 
Tubes and Metropolitan District Railway be omitted, the 
figures show an increase in journeys of 4,883,995, or 5-8 per 
cent., and a decrease in receipts of £50,346, of 0-7 per cent. 
For all companies the receipts from passenger train traffic 
(including season tickets and parcels and miscellaneous 
traffic, but excluding mails and parcels post) were £59,158 
more than in July, 1928. The coaching train miles showed 
an increase of 1,124,376, or 4:4 per cent. 


Goops TRAFFIC. 


The total tonnage of freight conveyed (excluding free- 
hauled traffic) was 27,835,523, an increase, compared with 
July, 1928, of 3,696,337 tons, or 15:3 per cent. Included in 
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this figure were 16,819,212 tons of coal, coke and patent 
fuel, an increase, compared with July, 1928, of 2,698,856 
tons, or 19-1 per cent. 

Freight train receipts amounted to £9,054,221, an advance 
of £860,343, or 10-5 per cent. The freight train miles run 
were 942,297 more than in July, 1928, an increase of 8-3 per 
cent. The average train load rose from 123 to 128 tons 
and the net ton-miles per engine hour from 439} to 452}.

UNITED KINGDOM. 


IRON AND STEEL PRODUCTION IN 
SEPTEMBER. 


The National Federation of Iron and Steel Manufac- 
turers reports that 664,600 tons of pig iron were produced in 
September, as compared with 682,000 tons in August and 
503,900 tons in September, 1928. The daily rate for each of 
these months was thus 22,150 tons, 22,000 tons and 16,800 
tons respectively. 

The September output of pig iron included 208,500 tons of 
hematite, 284,700 tons of basic, 121,200 tons of foundry and 
23,200 tons of forge pig iron. 

The number of furnaces in blast at the end of September 
was 168, a net decrease of two since the beginning of the 
month, one furnace having been blown in, and three having 
ceased operations. 

The production of steel ingots and castings amounted to 
847,900 tons in September, compared with 753,300 tons in 
August and 718,600 tons in September, 1928. 

The following table shows the average monthly production 
of pig iron and steel ingots and castings in 1913 and in 
1920-28 and the production in each month from September,

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The increase in the production of copper ore, as com- 
pared with 1927, was due to the fact that the metal averaged 
890 francs per ton last year as against 774 frs. in 1927. The 
decreased output of zinc and lead was due to average prices 
having fallen from 750 frs. per ton to 660 frs. for zine and 
from 1,200 frs. to 1,044 frs. for lead. 


EXPports. 


Iron Ore.—A total of 2,110,547 tons exported last year 
compares with 2,382,242 tons in the previous year, 1,136,928 
tons in 1926 and 1,656,244 tons in 1925. France took 
27,352 tons in 1928, as against 84,715 tons in 1927 and 64,890 
tons in 1926. Holland, however, is the largest customer, 
and in 1927 took as much as 822,430 tons, after 258,132 tons 
in 1926 and 503,132 tons in 1925. 


Zine Ore.—Total exports in 1928 were 32,069 tons, as 
compared with 64,270 tons in 1927. Belgium imported 
22,346 tons, as against 36,413 tons, but France took only 
5,022 tons, as against 22,604 tons. 

Lead Ore.—Exports amounted to 23,945 tons in 1928, as 
against 33,061 tons in 1927, and France absorbed 19,635 
tons, as compared with 18,551 tons. 

Copper Ore.—Exports last year rose to 5,964 tons from 
1,642 tons in 1927 and 2,290 tons in 1926. France took 
1,254 tons, as against 599 tons and 1,193 tons respectively. 

Antimony Ore.—During the war the Algerian antimony 
mines produced over 50,000 tons, but since 1924 there has 
been a fall from 1,989 tons to nil. Exports last year totalled 
only 56 tons, as against 1,255 tons in 1927 and 950 tons in 
1926. 

Manganese Ore.—Exports were only 1,476 tons in 1928, 
as against 3,817 tons in the previous year, but were well 
above the 577 tons of 1926. France imported 800 tons of 
last year’s total and took 2,938 tons in 1927. 





CANADA. 


MOVEMENTS OF COAL IN AUGUST. 


Coal production in Canada during August was 4 per cent. 
higher than in July and 13 per cent. more than the average 
for the month in the five preceding years. The output in 
August was 1,344,192 short tons, including 1,075,187 tons of 
bituminous coal, 54,928 tons of sub-bituminous coal, and 
214,077 tons of lignite coal. 

Imports of coal into Canada during the month totalled 
1,883,468 tons, including 1,742,093 tons from the United 
States and 111,514 tons from Great Britain. They were 
made up of 349,156 tons of anthracite, 1,533,898 tons of 
bituminous, and 414 tons of lignite. Imports in July 
amounted to 2,023,309 tons. Exports of coal in August 
totalled 65,187 tons. 

Coal made available for use in Canada during August 
amounted to 3,162,473 tons, comprising 2,544,579 tons of 
bituminous, 349,156 tons of anthracite, 54,928 tons of sub- 
bituminous and 213,810 tons of lignite. 

Production of coke in Canada amounted to 226,515 tons, 
as against 225,445 tons in the preceding month and 191,284 
tons for the corresponding month of last year. Coke oven 
charges for August included 80,104 tons of Canadian coal 
and 234,735 tons of imported coal, or a total of 314,839 tons 
of bituminous coal. During the first eight months of the 
year 2,457,377 tons of coal were carbonised to produce 
1,774,305 tons of coke. 

Customs records show that 90,054 tons of coke were im- 
ported during August and 3,391 tons were exported. The 
apparent consumption of coke in Canada, obtained by de- 
ducting the exports from the sum of production and imports, 
amounted to 313,178 tons in August. For the first eight 
months the total, thus computed, was 2,541,075 tons. During 
August 125,387 tons of coke were charged to iron blast 
furnaces in Canada. 





POLAND. 


COAL OUTPUT AND EXPORTS IN JULY. 
(From the British Commercial Secretary.) 


WaRSAwW. 
The output of coal in July amounted to 4,023,892 metric 
tons, as compared with 3,503,010 tons in the previous month 
and 3,247,000 tons in July, 1928. Of this quantity 
3,027,611 tons were from Upper Silesia, 776,805 tons from 
the Dombrowa and 219,476 tons from the Cracow field. 
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The internal consumption (dispatches by rail from the 
mines) totalled 2,237,988 tons, and stocks in hand at the 
end of the month 914,472 tons. 


Exports during July amounted to 1,371,000 tons, of which 
516,000 tons were dispatched via Danzig, 258,000 tons via 
Gdy nia, and the balance of 597,000 tons over land frontiers. 


The total exports were 119,000 tons greater than in the 
previous month and 281,000 tons higher than in July, 1928. 
For the seven months January-July exports were about 
7,676,000 tons, as compared with 7,277,000 tons in the corre- 
sponding period of last year.

BRITISH INDIA. 
DUTY ON CERTAIN FILMS TEMPORARILY 
REDUCED. 


The ‘‘ Indian Trade Journal ”’ of 26th September contains 
a Customs Notification (No. 46, dated 21st September, 1929), 
the effect of which is that cinematograph films imported into 
India before lst January, 1930, which are proved to have 
been printed from negatives produced in India and exported 
during 1928 for the purpose of such printing are to be 
assessed for duty (at the rate of 15 per cent. ad valorem) 
on a valuation of 1 anna per foot, instead of on the normal 
valuation of 4 annas 6 pice per foot fixed by the Tariff. 





CANADA. 


MARKING OF CHRISTMAS CARDS. 


Memorandum No. 9A (Supplement No. 8), dated 24th 
September, 1929, which has been issued by the Department 
of National Revenue of Canada, states that Supplement 
No. 5 provides that blind embossed or die-stamped indica- 
tions of the country of origin on printed or lithographed 
matter imported into Canada will not be accepted as satis- 
factory. For the future, however, this will not be held 
to apply to legibly blind embossed or die-stamped indications 
on imported Christmas or greeting cards. Such cards having 
thereon a blind embossed or die-stamped indication of the 
country of origin, satisfactory as to legibility and wording, 
and in a conspicuous position, will be regarded as comply- 
ing with the requirements of the Customs Tariff Act as to 
the marking of imported goods.

IMMATURE SPIRITS REGULATIONS. 


The Government Gazette of 16th August contains the 
text of the Immature Spirits Regulations, which are to come 
into operation on the Ist January, 1930. 

The Regulations provide that no uncertificated brandy or 
whisky shall be removed from any ship except into a general 
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bonded warehouse, or to another ship for the purpose of 
exportation; and that no uncertificated brandy or whisky 
shall be removed from any general bonded warehouse ex- 
cept into another general bonded warehouse, or to a ship 
for the purpose of exportation. It shall be lawful, however, 
for the Superintendent in his discretion to allow removal 
for any purpose of such small quantities of uncertificated 
brandy or whisky as he may think fit, if he is satisfied that 
such spirits have been imported by a person for his private 
consumption. 

The Regulations state that the terms ‘ uncertificated 
brandy ”’ and “‘ uncertificated whisky ”’ shall include respec- 
tively all brandy and whisky hereafter imported into the 
Colony, except such brandy and whisky as shall have been 
proved to the satisfaction of the Superintendent to have 
been matured in wood for not less than three years.

AUSTRIA. 





EXPORT RESTRICTIONS AND DUTIES ON 
HIDES AND SKINS, BONES AND GLUE 
STOCK. 


In virtue of an Order, dated 24th September, and effec- 
tive as from Ist October, the restrictions on the exporta- 
tion of the following goods from Austria have been with- 
drawn, viz., raw hides and skins; horns, horn discs, points, 
tubes and cores, hoofs, raw or merely split, drawn or cut, 
bones, raw, even with the glue or fat extracted, split or 
cut, shavings of horns and bones; and glue stock. The 
export duty on raw hides and skins and on glue stock has 
been withdrawn, and an export duty of 3-40 schillinge per 
100 kilogs. or part thereof has been fixed in respect of 
horns with core, horn tubes and discs; complete claws and 
hoofs, raw or merely split; waste of horns, claws and hoofs 
except shavings; bones raw or with the fat removed, even 
with the glue removed, and even split, drawn or cut; and 
waste of bones including especially waste from the manufac- 
ture of buttons or similar products. 





CZECHOSLOVAKIA. 


CERTAIN IMPORT AND EXPORT RESTRIC- 
TIONS WITHDRAWN. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Prague 
reports that the restrictions on the import or export of 
the following goods into or from Czechoslovakia were with- 
drawn on 30th September, viz. :— 

Import: Dried grapes and currants; wheat, spelt, meslin, 
rye, barley, oats, malt; flour and meal; fresh and pressed 
grapes; fresh fruits not specified in the Tariff*; onions and 
garlic; vegetables not specified in the Tariff,* except 
potatoes; clover seed,* except red clover and lucerne; grass 
seed; fodder beet and chicory seed; seeds of all kinds for 
retail sale; fresh-water fish; artificial butter and margarine 
and other edible fats not specified in the Tariff, prepared for 
immediate consumption; fresh meat*; meat sausages; oak 
and pine tree bark and rind; tar, except lignite and schist 
tar*; petroleum pitch and petroleum asphalt; knotted 
carpets; wares of Britannia metal not specified in the 
Tariff* ; electrical telegraph, bell, signalling, etc., apparatus, 
except wireless apparatus; electric lamps, etc.; and sul- 
phuric ether. 


Export: Oak, pine and larch sleepers; coal-tar oils of the 
benzol class; flax; hare and rabbit hair; glove leather of 
all kinds*; glass drops, pearls, grains and stones. 


EXPORT OF HIDES AND SKINS, BONES 
AND GLUE STOCK. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Prague 
reports that the export from Czechoslovakia of bones and 
parts thereof, raw hides and skins and glue stock has been 
freed from export licence requirement as from lst October. 
An export duty of 16 Czech kronen per 100 kilogs. gross 
weight has been imposed on bones of all kinds on exporta- 
tion abroad.

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ESTONIA. 





INCREASED DUTIES ON TEXTILES, ETC. 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ Journal ’”’ of 26th September (page 369), the Board 
of Trade have now received, from H.M. Representative at 
Tallinn, translations of the Laws imposing the increased 
duties, which were published in ‘‘ Riigi Teataja’’ on 24th 
September. These measures have not yet, it is under- 
stood, been passed by the State Assembly, but were made 
provisionally operative by decision of the Cabinet under 
powers of provisional enforcement conferred on the Govern- 
ment by a Law of 1924. The Laws are, it is proposed, to 
remain in force up to 30th September, 1930. 


The following statement shows the former and revised 
duties on the goods affected by the measures. It will be 
observed that, in the case of piece-goods of wool, the 
increased duties apply to the lighter kinds of piece-goods, 
and not to the heavier kinds as stated in the ‘‘ Journal ”’ 
of 26th September :—

EXPORT RESTRICTIONS 
WITHDRAWN. 


CERTAIN 


By an Order, dated 21st September, the restrictions on 
the export of the following articles from Germany are 
withdrawn as from Ist October. As a consequence, such 
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articles are no longer subject to the Export Licence 
Requirement :—

IMPORT DUTIES INCREASED (BROMIDES, 
ETC.). 

The ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale’? (Rome) for lst October con- 
tains a Royal Decree Law, dated 27th September and effec- 
tive as from Ist October, which increases the Customs duties 
on the undermentioned articies as follows :— 


Tariff No. 669.—Bromine—from 2 to 120 gold lire per 
100 kilogs. 

Tariff No. 684.—Metallic bromides—from 60 to 156 
gold lire per 100 kilogs. 

Tariff No. 724 bis.—Bromoform—from 90 to 210 gold 
lire per 100 kilogs. | 

Tariff No. 730.—Bromides of methyl, ethyl, methaline 
and the like—from 100 to 210 gold lire per 100 kilogs. 


SALES TAX AND OTHER INTERNAL TAXES. 


The ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale ’’ (Rome) for 5th August con- 
tains a Royal Decree Law, dated 28th July, reducing the 
sales tax and abolishing certain other internal duties. 

The sales tax (tassa sugli scambi) has hitherto been levied 
at the rate of 4 per cent. on raw materials and at 1 per cent. 
on luxury goods and pharmaceutical specialities. By the 
new Decree Law these rates are halved, as from Ist 
September last. 

By the same Decree Law the tax paid by manufacturers 
and importers of superphosphate, nitrate of soda and 
sulphate of copper, hitherto leviable under the Decree Law 
of 15th October, 1925, is abolished as from 1st September 
last. 

A copy of this Decree Law (in Italian), which modifies or 
abolishes various other internal taxes, may be seen by 
persons interested on application to the Department of 
Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W. 1. 





JAPAN. 


CUSTOMS DECISIONS. 


Particulars are given below of some recent decisions of 
the Japanese Minister of Finance with regard to the classi- 
fication of certain articles under the Japanese Customs 
Tariff :— 


Traction machines for use with elevators, cannot be regarded 
as winding machines of the lifting or hauling type, but 
are classed under Tariff No. 604 (machinery, not other- 
wise provided for)—duty, 20 per cent. ad valorem. 


Turbo-Generators (Steam Turbine Generators), consisting of 
steam turbines and generators, each having a_ separate 
shaft and capable of disconnection, are dutiable separately, 

the turbine under Tariff No. 575—import duty 20 per cent. 

ad valorem, and the generator under Tariff No. 579— 

(dynamos weighing more than 5,000 kilogs.)—at specific 

duties varying according to the weight of the generator. 


Turbo-Generators (Water Turbine Generators), consisting of 
water turbines and generators, each having a_ separate 
shaft and capable of disconnection, are dutiable separately, 
the water turbine under Tariff No. 578 and the generator 
under Tariff No. 579, at rates varying according to the 
weight of the plant. 


Fire-bricks for use in the construction of boilers (other 
than of cast iron) and imported with other parts of the 
boilers, are classed under Tariff No. 569 (2)—(steam boilers 
other than of cast iron)—import duty, 8 yen per 100 kin. 
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Lap Former, designed principally for the manufacture of lap 
used in making long lengths of felt are classed under 
Tariff No. 604—(machinery not otherwise provided for)— 
import duty, 20 per cent. ad valorem. 





NORWAY. 


CONTROL OF QUALITY OF MEDICINAL FISH 
LIVER OIL. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Oslo has 
forwarded copy and translation of regulations dated 10th 
January and 23rd August, designed to control the quality of 
medicinal fish liver oil produced in Norway. 

The Ministry of Commerce is to lay down detailed regula- 
tions in regard to the treatment of fish liver, apparatus for 
producing oil, equipment of premises and machinery, as well 
as to the sale of the oil. Premises where medicinal oil is 
produced are to be subject to inspection by Ministry of 
Commerce inspectors. Only fish liver as is prescribed in the 
Norwegian Pharmacopoeia may be used in the production of 
medicinal oil, and any oil produced from other liver may not 
be sold as medicinal oil. All oil exported from Norway under 
the name of medicinal oil or a corresponding denomination 
(including ‘‘ Cod Liver Oil ’’) must be accompanied by a 
certificate of analysis from a control station approved by the 
Ministry of Commerce or from a Customs chemist, proving 
that the oil is correctly described as medicinal oil; medicinal 
oil exported in containers of less than 10 litres is not, how- 
ever, subject to certificate requirement. 

To cover expenses of control a charge amounting to 
1 kr. per 100 kilogs. net is made on all medicinal oil exported 
from Norway.

PARAGUAY. 


INCREASED DUTIES ON SUGAR. 


A recent Paraguayan Law imposes increased duties on 
sugar as follows :— 
(1) On unrefined sugar from $3-50 to $4:00 gold per 
100 kilogs. 
(2) On refined sugar from $4:00 to $5-00 gold per 
100 kilogs. 





POLAND. 


AMENDMENT OF CERTAIN EXPORT DUTIES. 


In virtue of Orders, dated 25th September and effective 
as from Ist October, the export duties on raw hides and 
skins have been withdrawn, the export duty on crude animal 
bones, ground or not, has been reduced from 7 to 6 zlote 
per 100 kilogs., and the export duties on bran and oil cakes 
have been amended and now amount to 5 zlote per 100 
kilogs. in the case of rye and wheat brans exported during 
the period Ist December to lst June, and to 10 zlote per 
100 kilogs. in the case of flax and rape seed oil cakes ex- 
ported during the period Ist December to lst June. No 
duty is leviable on flax and rape seed oil cakes from which 
the oil has been extracted, containing 2 per cent. or less 
of fat. 





IMPORT DUTY ON RYE FLOUR. 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Warsaw 
reports that, in virtue of a Ministerial Order, dated 5th 
September, the Customs duty on rye flour (Tariff No. 3/1) 
has been increased from 5 to 164 zlote per 100 kilogs., with 
effect as from 30th September. 


SPAIN. 


IMPORT, ETC., OF FROZEN SALMON. 

The ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ”’ of 24th September contains a 
Royal Decree Law (No. 2015, dated 7th September) modify- 
ing the regulations regarding fisheries in Spain and the trade 
in fish. Article 19 of the Decree Law provides that frozen 
salmon imported from abroad may circulate freely in Spain 
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throughout all the year, but that it must bear a special 
mark (marchamo) and be accompanied by a certificate 
(guia) in the form to be laid down by regulation. 


PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period 10th to 20th October in respect of import and export 
duties, Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or 
notes of the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 29-84 per cent. 





SWITZERLAND. 





EXPORT DUTY ON HIDES AND SKINS 
WITHDRAWN. 
The ‘‘ Recueil des Lois Fédérales”’ for 28th September 
contains a Decree, dated 20th September, which withdraws, 


as from lst October, the duty of 4 francs per 100 kilogs. 
formerly levied on the export of raw hides and skins from 


Switzerland. 





CANADA. 


CERTIFICATION OF TEA IMPORTED FROM 
THE UNITED KINGDOM. 


The High Commissioner in Canada for H.M. Govern- 
ment in the United Kingdom has forwarded the text of a 
Memorandum for the guidance of Customs Collectors, 
issued by the Minister of National Revenue and dated 
9th October, 1929, with regard to the entry of tea imported 
from the United Kingdom. 

The Memorandum states that tea now enters the United 
Kingdom free of duty and while warehoused there does not 
remain under British Customs supervision. Such tea may, 
however, be permitted entry under Tariff Item 28a when 
the accompanying invoices contain a certificate by the 
exporters m Great Britain as follows :— 


We certify that these teas have not been removed 


from the warehouse in which they were placed at the 
time of landing from the vessel, and are exported in 
the original packages as received from the country of 
growth and origin. 
A separate certificate (which should accompany the in- 
voice) by the warehouse keeper in Great Britain, in the 
following terms, is also required :— 


Certified that these teas (describing them by marks 
and numbers or other identifying description) have 
not. been removed from our custody except for ex- 
portation to Canada, and are in the original packages 
and in the same condition as received from the country 
of origin. 


Teas from the United Kingdom which have arrived but 
have not been entered for Canadian Customs duty pur- 
poses, including such teas en route, may be allowed pro- 
visional entry under Tariff Item 28a, subject to pro- 
duction of the above-mentioned certificates within three 
months. 


Imported teas which have been blended in the United 
Kingdom are not covered by the above-mentioned certifi- 








cates, and should, therefore, be entered under Tariff 
Item 29a.

DUMPING DUTY: ABOLITION OF EXEMPTION 
ALLOW ANCE. 


Memorandum No. 248, dated 10th October, 1929, which 
has been issued by the Department of Customs, Canada, 
states that from and after the 15th October, 1929, special 
or dumping duties shall apply, without exemption allow- 
ance, under the provisions of Section 6 of the Customs 
Tariff, except in respect of goods bona fide purchased before 
the 10th October, 1929, and imported before the 
15th January, 1930. No claims for the exemption 
allowance with regard to dumping duties, on account of 
purchases before the 10th October, are to be allowed unless 
invoices bear the statement of the exporter as to the dates 
of the purchases, or proof satisfactory to the Collector is 
produced that the goods were purchased before the date in 
question. 

[ Nore.—Under previous regulations, dumping duty was 
not imposed when the difference between the fair market 
value and the selling price of goods to the purchaser in 
Canada did not exceed 5 per cent. of their fair market 





value. This rule was, however, subject to certain excep- 
tions. |
